HAT the dark sinister hand of the

Nor was it merely interested self-defence 
which animated Italy on this matter. Truly, 
she has to be on constant guard against 
Vatican intrigue, but Italy was rather placing 
her unique experience of the tortuous ways 
of Vaticanism at the disposal of the Allied 
Nations, of whom she had been a worthy 
and straightforward partner.
